One of the inventors of the aqualung gives 
an entertainingly vivid account of adventures 
and sensations of submarine exploration with 
the device that allows unprecedented move- 
ment in depths up to 250 feet. The author 
describes the development of the aqualung 
during the war in occupied France, explora- 
tion of sunken ships as well as natural won- 
ders, diving for ancient art treasures, and ex- 
periments in the depths of the Atlantic Ocean 
and the Red Sea. Readers of Beebe’s and Ells- 
berg’s underwater adventures will find equal 
pleasure here.

The poet’s childhood and youth in Galesburg, 
Illinois, at the close of the last century was 
a struggle to scrabble along on odd jobs as 
one of many children born to Swedish immi- 
grants. But he found time to listen to “folk 
talk,” to play pranks with a gang, to watch 
the townsfolk pass on Main Street, and to 
snatch at any education he might get. All this 
became the marrow of future poéms. His 
autobiography also unfolds the history of a 
prairie town, from log cabins to factories, and 
opens up the democratic vistas in which the 
writer has always believed.

The son of J. P. Marquand chooses for his 
first novel a theme and style that could easily 
be taken for a product of his father’s type- 
writer. An exclusive boys’ preparatory school, 
Harvard, the army, and New York make up 
the background against which the author’s 
own lost generation plays out its tragi-com- 
edy. The narrator, Gus Taylor, is a one-time 
social climber who changed his course in dis- 
gust with himself and all other phonies. For 
years a satellite of that poor little rich boy, 
George Marsh, Gus describes the widening of 
the gap between himself and George, who 
consistently muffed every opportunity to make 
good in business and personal relationships, 
and ended by becoming a well-to-do vagrant, 
having lost even the vacillating Lila, his fe- 
male counterpart.

Napoleon and the Napoleonic era come alive 
in the narrative of Désirée, Marseille silk 
merchant’s daughter, who became Queen of 
Sweden. The main facts of history are here, 
embellished with credible dialog and charac- 
terization. The story is cast in the form of a 
diary kept by Désirée from the age of four- 
teen, when she first met Napoleon, to the day 
she was crowned queen. As one of Napoleon’s 
early loves, and perhaps his first fiancée, Dé- 
sirée is shown as a privileged person who was 
with Napoleon at certain crucial periods of 
his career and who, even after her marriage 
to Marshal Bernadotte, maintained Napoleon’s 
respect and a measure of his love. A long 
novel, enjoyably easy to read.

A philosopher reviews the ideas that have 
gone into the making of the modern mind 
since the scientific revolution of the seven- 
teenth century, and the problems that they 
have posed for religion and ethics. After trac- 
ing the conflict between the medieval world 
picture and the modern world picture, he 
concludes that an antireligious outlook does 
not logically follow from the findings of sci- 
ence. The crux of his lucid argument is that 
the essence of religion is mysticism, and the 
truly religious person is the mystical saint.
